THE KH HAKHNON AFFAIR. 

A Public Outrage ou Religion ind 
Oeeency— ' The l>eath-l cd Mar- 
riage of a Libertine. 

The Astor House, in this city, was 
the scene on Thursday afternoon of a 
i ceremony which seemed to us to set 
atdefiancealltho.se sentiments re- 
specting the relations of marriago 
which regard it as anything intrinsi- 
cally superior to prostitution. The I 
High I’riest of (he occasion was 
Henry Ward Beecher, assisted by the 
' Rev. Henry M. Field, D. D., and the 
Rev. O. B. Froth) ngham. The par- 
!ties were Albert H. Richardson, ly- 



late at night, he fired a revolver at j 
him, but inflicted ouly a flesh wound. 
One of the children he afterwards 
found in Massachusetts. He sue- ' 
ceeded in recovering possession of 
the child before tbe Supreme Court 
of that State by the aid of the sacred 
writ of habeas corpus. 

On the 13th of March, 1S69, Rich- 
ardson published a card, containing 
the shameless statement- respecting 
the woman who was the lawful wile 
ol another man — that after the sepa 
ration between Mrs. McFarland and 
her husband “it came to be under- 
stood between her and myself that 
whenever she should be legally tree, 
she should be my wife.” Yet no in- . 
telligent, reasoning, human beingcan 
doubt. Irom the evidence in the case, 
that this sei aration was promoted 
and brought about and rot unlikely 
originally suggested— by Richardson 
himself. 

At last driven fe frenzy by the loss 
of his more than lile, and by the con 
tempi ition of his wile, the mother ot 
his children, reposing in the arms of 
her seducer, he shot that seducer — 
who was armed at the time to receive 
him— through the body, inflicting 
upon him a wound from the effects 
ol which the seducer has since been 
fluttering between life and death. 
We use the word seducer in its exact 
sense; we mean the man who led 
the woman from herself; for he who 
crawls, like the serpent in Eden into 
a household and esstranges from a 
husband the affections oi a wife, is 
equally her seducer, whether he 
himself has marital relations with 
her before or alter a mock religious 
ceremony. As the great and eio- ; 
quent John Whipple said, u He who 
enters the dwelling of a friend, and, 
under the shelter and protection of 
friendship anti hospitality, corrupts 
the integrity of his wife or daughter, 
by the common consent of mankind 
ought to be consigned to an immedi- 
ate gallows.” 

An easily misguided woman, led 
on by Richardson, and cheered and ■ 
encouraged by his Free love allies, 
tins wile and mother resorted to 
Indiana, where, forgetting her early 
plighted faith, by the loose and easy 
process there in vogue, she procured 
a legal divorce. 



Death of John A. Jacob*. 

The State of Kentucky has am 
tamed a severe loss in the death of 
this estimable man, who for forty- 
four years has been Superintendent 
of the State Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb at Danville, who departed 
this life on the 27th ult. From the 
Danville Advocate, which contains 
at extended sketch of his life and 
character, we take the following: 

“ We are called npon to record the 
death of one of the purest and best 
men we have ever known. John A. 
Jacobs, the honored Principal of the 
Kentucky Institution for the l>«af 
and Dumb is no more! He has gone 
to that rest that remains for the peo- 
ple of God. In his death the Insti- 
tution over which he has Jong pre- 
sided has sustained an irreparable 
loss — the church a faithful disciple— 
our community a most worty citizen. 

“John Adamson Jacobs, was born 
August 19, 1606, in Fairfax county. 
Virginia. He was brought to Garrard 
county in this State, iu infancy. He 
lost both ot his parents when about 
twelve years old. He began to teach 
school in Madison county when he 
was fourteen years ot age. Soon af- 
ter ho began a course of classical 
study, at Ihe Centre College, and 
while a student in this institution he 
was chosen by the Board ot Truatees 
of the Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, then recent'y located in Dan 
ville by the Legislature, as its Prin- 
cipal. In order that he might quility 
himself thoroughly for this important, 
but self-denying work, he went to 
Hartford, Conn., to the Institution for 
Deaf Mutes, then perhaps, the only 
school, ot the sort, in he United 
States, and spent eighteen months 
in the study of the sign language 
and the best methods of communi- 
cating knowledge to deaf mutes. 
He returned and took charge of the 
Institutieu in 18*25, at the age of 
nineteen years. His whole working 
lite — forty-four years in all has keen 
spent in this school. 

“ He was married to Miss Susan F. 
Powell, August. 21, 18*27. She died 
in 1949. He was married a secend 
; lime to Mrs. Nannie Letcher, in 1953. 
lie died November 27th, 1669, at 9 
A. M., aged more than sixty three 
; years.”
